Washington, Jan. 22 (AP)— -The Japanese have renewed 


their heavy attacks on General Dou'glas MacArthur's line on 
Batan peninsula in the Philippines, the War department an- 
nounced today, with Japanese forces on the island of Luzon 
estimated to total roughly 200,000 men. 


Enemy reinforcements are being landed, said a depart- 


ment communique, in Lingayen gulf and Subic bay, and the 
entire Japanese 14th Army under General Houima with a 
number of other units, is now on Luzon. 


Hostile air activity in Luzon during the last 24 hours was 


light, the department said, but 17 enemy bombers attacked 
the city of Cebu, on the island of the same name, about half 
way between Luzon and Mindanao,' last 'Sunday.

Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, Jan. 22 


(AP)—An agreement among five 
nations, including reluctant Argen- 
tina and Chile, on tlie much-de- 
bated proposal for a concerted 
diplomatic break with the Axis 
opened the way tocay to a unani- 
mous stand by the 21 American 
republics against Germany, Italy 
and Japan. 


Participating with Argentina and 


Chile in working out a four-point 
compromise resolution were 
the 


United States, Brazil and Peru. The 
action drew favorable comment in 
conference circles and little diffi- 
culty was anticipated in obtaining 
formal approval from the remain^ 
ing 16 nations represented in the 
conference of foreign ministers of 
Pan American republics. 


3 Ask Break 


Mexico, Colombia and Venezuela 


introduced last Friday the original 
resolution calling for a rupture of 
relations with the Axis, a measure 
against which Argentina and Chile 
balked. 


The agreement, as rewritten from 


that resolution, did not stipulate 
that the break must be immediate 
and eliminated the original pro- 
vision for a simultaneous cutting of 
economic ties with the Axis. 


It stated hi a carefully-worded 


section that the constituted powers 
of the governments signing it must 
be in accord, indicating that the 
Argentine Congress would have to 
pass on it for that nation. The 
Argentina delegation accepted the 
compromise resolution without res- 
ervation. 


No Special Session 


However, the Chilean -delegate, 


Foreign Minister- Juan Bautista 
Rossetti, who has insisted that 


special geographical situation 


affected her position, specifically 
stated that the agreement would 
have to be put before the Chilean 
Congress. 


(The next regular session of the 


Argentine Congress begins May I. 
Acting President Ramon S. Castillo 
thus far has refused,£o call a special 
session.) 


The first two points of the four- 


point declaration say that aggres- 
sion against one American republic 
by a non-American state is an act 
of aggression against all of them 
and that all 21 nations will cooper- 
ate for then- mutual protection. 


The third and fourth points— 


covering the break clause—follow: 


Score 4 Nations 


"The American republics conse- 


quently declare that in the exercise 
of their sovereignty and in accord- 
ance with their constitutional insti- 
tutions and powers, provided that 
these are in accord, they cannot 
continue diplomatic relations with 
Japan. Germany and Italy, since 
Japan has attackea and the others 
lave declared war upon a country 
of our hemisphere. 


"The American republics finally 


declare that before they reestablish 
relations referred to in the previous 
paragraph, they will consult to- 
jether in order that their decision 
may be collective and unanimous." 


With the redrafted resolution pre- 


pared for the ful: session of the 
conference, there was only one 
major defense question for consid- 
eration—the declaration of all Allies 
of the United States as non-bel- 
ligerents.

The credit for dependents as well 


as the personal exemption, is re- 
.uired to ^be prorated, wh'ere a_ 
change of status occurs during, the 


year, except where the tax- 


payer is eligible and elects- to com- 
mte the tax at the optional rates 
with the use of-the simplified Form 
040A, and these credits are allow- 
ble not only for the purpose of 
omputing the normal tax but also 
he surtax.

VETERAN NAVAL 
GUNNER LAUDS 
KIDS IN FLEET 


San Diego, Calif., Jan. 22 fAP)— 


The attack on Pearl Harbor, con- 
sidering the Japanese advantage of 
surprise and ah- power, was de- 
scribed as a ludicrously "bad job" 
today by Elmer Renken, veteran 
gunner's mate from Alton. Illinois. 


Renken suffered 15 wounds and 


severe burns in the engagement and 
was one of the two members of a 
12-man crew to survive when the 
casement of a broadside gun was 
damaged by a direct hit from a 
1.000-pound bomb. 


Renken. a veteran of 15 years 


service^ in the Navy, discounted his 
own performance in an interview 
at the naval hospital here to tell of 
the "mere youngsters who proved 
in the attack that they were men." 


Proud of Kids 


"They leaned outside the gun 


casement, looked up at the Jap 
planes and shook their fists at them 
—daring them to come in and fight." 
Renken recounted. "Then, actually 
laughing, the kids went on banging 
away. We're proud of the youngsters 
in »hr fleet." 


Renken and others who partici- 


pated in tlw December 7 attack 
didnt have much respect, for Jap- 
anese marksmanship. 


"Considering the great advantage 


ihey had through surprise and air 
power, they did a bad job of it." 
said Renken. "At the time a stream 
of bombers came over and seven 
high explosives were dropped in 
perfect alignment. The string hit 
about 40 feet away from the ship 
and raised huge grysers of water 
which sprayed the deck. 


"You would have thought 
the 


boys were watching a good movie 
comedy, because they just iooked at 
the disappearing Jap planes anrt 
laughed."

Washington, Jan. 22 (AP)—For a 


daring exploit brilliantly accom- 
plished, the Navy wrote a new name 
on thp roll of its war heroes today 
and added one more ship to Japa- 
nese losses for the Philippines in- 
vasion. 


The name belonged to 30-year-old 


Lieutenant John D. Bulkeley of Long 
Island City, New York, who rocketed 
a swift motor torpedo boat into 
enemy-held Binanga Bay and tor- 
pedoed a 5,000-ton Japanese vessel, 
despite a storm of enemy fire. 


Thus did the Navy's new "P.T" 


boat make its spectacular debut in 
the Pacific war theatre and the 
action undoubtedly heralded many 
similar attacks in the future. 


The nocturnal assault, suggesting 


anew the steadily wider operations 
of Admiral Thomas S. Hart's far 
eastern command, was reported by 
the Navy department in a com- 
munique last night which said that 
Bulkeley "has been commended for 
executing his commission success- 
fully." 


Bulkeley had eight seamen, as yet 


unidentified, in his crew, but the 
matter-oraacfc Navy statement 
hardly hints at the nerve-racking 
peril of their mad dash. It reports 
merely that "this small boat carried 
out its difficult task while under fire 
of machine guns and three-inch 
shore batteries." 


The greatest protection the men 


had was the speed of their powerful 


craft, whose 4,200 horsepower engine 
Is capable of producing a maximum 
of about 70 knots, or 84 miles an 
hour. 


Besides speed, there was the ele- 


ment of surprise in the night—sur- 
prise increased1 by the fact that 
Binanga Bay, tucked away inside 
Subic Bay on Luzon island, is far 
from any known base of Allied oper- 
ations in the far east. The Japanese 
might reasonably have expected 
American submarines in that vicin- 
ity but they apparently wei'e not on 
guard against a lightning attack by 
a lone small boat. 


That was the enemy's mistake, for 


American Navy men have turned 
such risky tricks before. 


That more such raids were in store 


for the Japanese was seen in indi- 
cations that many "P.T." boats have 
been assigned to the far eastern 
force. 
The Navy reported that 


Bulkeley is commander of a torpedo 
boat division, making it clear that 
while he led the one-boat Binanga 
attack, he has many more of the 
craft under his -command.

Washington, Jan. 22 (AP»—For a 
daring exploit brilliantly 
accom­ 
plished, the Navy wrote a new name 
on the roll of its war heroes today 
and added one more ship to Japa­ 
nese losses for the Philippines in­ 
vasion, 
The name belonged to 80-year-old 
Lieutenant John D. Bulkeley of Long 
Island City, New York, who rocketed 
a swift motor torpedo boat into 
enemy-held Binanga Bay and tor­ 
pedoed a 5,000-ton Japanese vessel, 
despite a storm of enemy fire. 
Thus did Hie Navy’s new "P T " 
boat make its spectacular debut in 
the Pacific war theatre and the 
action undoubtedly heralded many 
similar attacks In the future. 
The nocturnal assault, suggesting 
anew the steadily wider operations 
of Admiral Thomas S. H art’s far 
eastern command, was reported by 
the Navy department in a com­ 
munique last night which said that 
Bulkeley "has been commended for 
executing his commission success­ 
fully.” 
Bulkeley had eight seamen, as yet 
unidentified, in his crew', but the 
m atter-of-fact Navy s t a t e m e n t 
hardly hints at the nerve-racking 
peril of their mad dash. It reports 
merely that "this small boat carried 
out its difficult tusk while under fire 
of machine guns and three-inch 
shore batteries.’’ 
Tile greatest protection the men 
had was the speed of their powerful 


croft, whose 4,200 horsepower engine 
is capable of producing a maximum 
of about 70 knots, or 84 miles an 
hour. 
Besides speed, there was the ele­ 
ment of surprise in the night—sur­ 
prise increased' by the fact that 
Binanga Bay, tucked away inside 
Subic Bay on Luzon island, is far 
from any known base of Allied oper­ 
ations in the far east.

56 pens of three lambs each and 99 
baby beeves. Auction of these en- 
tries tomorrow features the closing 
program of the week-long show. 


110,000 Attendance 


Officials anticipated the largest 


crowd of the exposition lor the 
windtEp of judging activities but con- 
ceded there was little prospect of 
exceeding yesterday's estimated' 110,-* 
000 which was declared "just about 
the highest on record" in the 23- 
year history-of the show. 


Throngs jammed every aisle of the 


14-acre plant, overflowing- Into the 
arenas where Holstem and Ayrshire 
dairy cattle vied for honors and 
purebred swine went under the auc- 
tioneer's hammer. Public interest 
in every activity was -greater than 
ever.

A Gtttjwbutfi woman recently rc- 


cfived, from » frUnd In London. & 
letter giving a first-hand account 
of war conditions and experiences 
while the "tight little isle" submitted 
to German bombing raids. 


"Written

letter describes as "quite a treat" 
the let-up In the nocturnal bomb- 
Ings. Pood quotas, ore listed and 
revealed that 'Londoners are al- 
lowed one egg. per month and no 
fruit—either 
tinned 
or 
fresh. 


Clothwfclso are rationed, the writer 
points out but no one bothers much 
about that for there "isn't much 
to dress up for." 


The interesting letter follows in 


part: 


"So now you are also very much 


involved'In this dreadful war, and 
so far as I am concerned, the fact 
that Great Britain and the TJ. S. A 
are allies is the bright spot in the 
whole chaos. 
"Japan* aggression In the Pacific 


has been a stitjck'to even us, who 
are used to every kind of blow. 
The loss to the American Navy has 
saddened us terribly. I only hope 
the accounts are exaggerated. 


-Dreadful Air Raids 


"However, if I know anything 


about the American people—once 
they know ufeat kind of a foe they 
are dealing With, the Japs won't 
get away with?'-many 'such successes, 
if one can call such treachery- 
success. 
"I do hope they will not start 


dropping bombs on cities in ttie 
TT. S. A., for* the aor raids are really 
dreadful. 


"Fortunately, the raids on Lon- 


don have ceased for the time being 
So far, this winter we have not 
been disturbed, although bombs are 
frequently dropped on. other parts 
of England. 


"What a treat It Is to sit at home 


to the evening, eat bur meals—such 
as they are—at leisure, and to go 
to bed in -abnormal manner. We 
<an appreciate It after spending 12 
to 16 hours every night in a cold, 
comfortless shelter, as we aid last 
winter We had to fake our supper 
witti us as the raids -were generally 
in full swing by ftre o'clock and 
lasted all, night, till seven and eight 
o'clock the Jie-xt morning. We had 
them during the day also, but they 
did not seem suite so bad in day- 


new items added to our already long 
list of rationed foods. This list will 
give you some idea of how we are 
overeating!
